
FEBRUARY 23: LAST CHANCE TO SPEAK 
TO URBAN LAND INSTITUTE PANEL

Southwest residents are earnestly 
encouraged to come out and welcome 
the Urban Land Institute(ULI), panel of 
experts, due to arrive in Southwest on 
the first of March. 

The ULI panel, under sponsorship 
of the Southwest Neighborhood 
Assembly (SWNA), will explore various 
options that can be taken in developing 
the Waterside Mall-Waterfront area. The 
final selection will provide a blueprint for 
action for community leaders. 

The SWNA meeting on February 23 
at 7 p.m. in St. Matthew's Church will 
give Southwestern a final opportunity to 
speak out about the forthcoming plan. 
The meeting will be devoted to "testimo¬ 
ny" from Southwest residents about 
what they see as the important areas for 
the panel to investigate. “SWNA has 
made an unprecendented effort to see 
that all areas of the community are rep¬ 
resented,” said Dr. Weiss, President. 
“The Feb. 23rd meeting is a culmination 
of that effort," he concluded. Weiss 
spearheaded the community effort to 
raise over $100,000 to pay for the ULI 
study. Ever since the announcement of 
the EPA’s (Environmental Protection 


Agency) move downtown to the Ronald 
Reagan Building , Southwesters have felt 
threatened. Minus EPA’s 4500 workers, 
Water-side Mall will become a hollow 
shell. 

"Property values and the housing 
market could decline...EPA's move could 
devastate the Southwest Waterfront com¬ 
munity," says Congresswoman Eleanor 
Holmes Norton. Because of the potential 
for dire results, Ms. Norton is taking the 
lead to keep the federal government 
actively engaged in the redevelopment of 
Southwest. 

Residents are fighting back too. 
Rallying to the idea of an Urban Land 
Institute Study, the community raised the 
money to prepare for the next phase, a 
phase that chair of SWNA's Waterside 
Mall/Waterfront task force, Margaret 
Feldman, calls the "rebirth of Southwest." 

The ULI study will concentrate on 
four major areas: market potential, plan¬ 
ning and design, development strategies, 
and implementation. Findings will be 
presented March 6 at the Rayburn Bldg.

SWNA Elections 

In accordance with the By-laws of the 
Southwest Neighborhood Assembly, 
elections of new officers will be held in 
March. 

Nominations for office of presi¬ 
dent, vice-president, treasurer, secretary 
and district representative are being 
accepted. Nominees for these positions 
must be residents of Southwest and over 
18 years of age. Procedures for nomina¬ 
tion and election of officers were report¬ 
ed at the January Assembly meeting . At 
the February meeting of the Assembly, 
the nominating committee will report the 
names, addresses and offices of any 
candidates sought, at which time nomi¬ 
nations from the floor will be accepted, 
with the consent of the person nominat¬ 
ed. 

Officers will be voted upon at 
large while district representatives will be 
voted upon by the residents of their dis¬ 
tricts. Each district has three representa¬ 
tives with the exception of district 2 
which has two. Following is a break¬ 
down of the districts for nominating and 
voting purposed.
